After the elder Vanderbilt's death it 
was found that he had cut off Cor- 
nelius with $500,000 in cash and a trust 
fund of $1,000,000, while to Alfred 
Gwynn, the second son, was given 
nearly $60,000,000. Cornelius forced a 
settlement which gave him $6,000,000 in 
addition to the amount named in the 
will. 

Young Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
been prominent in society since the 
marriage. She and her husband are 
popular, and the Vanderbilt feud re- 
suited in many strange annoyances in 
society.

NITED STATES JUDGE WELL- 
BORN yesterday gave official in- 
formation to an Arizona jawyer 
that when he sees it in The Times, it's 
so.

*c. F. Ainsworth, lawyer for Walter 
Hill & Sons, a bankrupt produce firm 
out in the Tercitory, saw in the Sun- 
day Times of rch 22, an account of 
the institution of proceedings here 
against the house he represented, and 
the appointment of H. B. Rossiter as 
receiver, under a $20,000 bond. Yet he 
did not get his objections in until 
April 3.
